LAURIER AT MONTREAL. 


In his great speech at Sohmer Park, 
Montreal, Mr. Laurier said: “I main- 
tain that the tariff should be changed. 
It should be changed in the interest of 
the manvfacturers themselves. I have 
often spoken of laws which are a burden 


on the people, which are an obstacle to 
the development of industry, Well, 
the government, if we have a Juaurier 
goverument, as I believe, proposes to 
modify the tariff, but to modify it with 
method—to modify it, not in a de- 
structive sense, but on the contrary, in 
a sense calculated not only to benefit 
the farmer, but aiso to benefit the 
artizan. But the changes that we shall 
make wiil have to be made as they 
have been made in England, by Sir 
Robert Peel, gradually, progressively, 
and with all due consideration for vest- 
ed right, and especially without doing 
injury to established industries. That, 
gentlemen, is the policy of the liberals 
on this question. Is that not a policy 
that recommends itself to you? I have 
learned to appreciate you. Are you 
satisfied with the present state of 
affairs. You have just passed a winter, 
and you know how many theusands of 
workmen have been without bread, 
without work, and very often perhaps 
have seen want in their homes, want 
for themselves, want for their children. 
Now, there is more that the liberal 
party desires todo. The liberal party 
desires to reduce the public expenses. 
The public expenses are out of propor- 
tion with the increase of the popula- 
tion. The increase of the population 
during the past decade has been only 10 
per cent., and the expenses have in- 
creased 60 per cent. There is not 
much proportion when the expenses in- 
creases 60 per cent. and the population 
only 12 per cent. That is to say that 
when the consumer had to pay $10), 
there was $100 to pay it with. ~ To-duy, 
when they have $160 to pay they have 
$112 to pay it with. Yousee the 
difference. ‘There are some who find 
that the taxes are never too high. Those 
who find that the taxes are never too 
high are not those who pay the taxes 
but those who spend them. It is the 
government at Ottawa, it is ‘Sir Charles 
Hibbert Tupper, the worthy son of his 
father, who told us not three or four 
weeks ago that he would like to see the 
the public expenses increased to forty 
millions. To-day they amount to $38,- 
000,000. He wished to see them rise 
to $40,000,000. Well, the policy of 
the liberal government which we are 
about to have will be to establish a 
system of rigid economy in the public 
administration, Who, I ask you, will 
be opposed to that? Certainly not the 
electors who are before me. Another 
thing that the liberal party desires to 
do is to bring back honesty into the 
administration of public affairs, I am 
surely not a puritan, gentlemen, and I 
do not pretend to be better than others. 
I am like others and I have all the 
weakness of humanity. I make this 
confession to you because I believe that 
you will give me absolution, because I 
am contrite, and am resulved to amend. 
I wish to do better. Ido not pretend 
to be a puritan and I do not pass as 
such, nor set up as better than another. 
But I have this pretention, that Iam a 
lover of my country. I have a heart 
that is attached to my native land and 
I hold that the public treasurery is as 
sacred as the private cash box. I hold 
that the money which is taken from the 
pockets of the taxpayers is as sacred as 
the money which shall go into your 
pockets. Well, there are reforms to 
make. The name of Canada has been 
a name tarnished by the policy, by the 
acts,by the misdeeds of the present gov- 
ernment, and, if there isa manin the 
country, I make no exception, if there 
is a man in the country who is entitled 
to the gratitude of all Canadians with- 
out exception, it is my friend Tarte, 
who in the session of 1891 exposed the 
brigandages connected with the regime 
of Langevin ard the McGieevys. If 
we come to power we shal! endeavor to 
have an administration open and 
honest, and I tell you beforehand that 
we shall have it, and if we do not have 
it I condemn myself immediately to 
chastisement.”

SIR OLIVER MOWAT. 


In his letter to Mr. Laurier, dated 
May 2nd, Sir Oliver says: “ For my- 
self, in the interest of Canada, I desire 
greatly to see a government in power 
under your leadership, being confident 
it would be a good government, honest 
and economical, thoughtful with respect 
to every province and all classes of 
people, giving to all their just rights, 


and promoting harraoney and gooc! will 
everywhere. It would be honor te as- 
sist you in this patriotic endeavor and 
therefore, in deference to your opinion 
and that of so many other representative 
liberals, I have made,up my mind to 
forego all considerations of personal 
kind to the contrary and join you in 
whet will be the second reform govern- 
ment since confederation, if such should 
continue to be your wish. Every body 
recognizes the merits of the reform 
government, of which pure-minded 
Alexander Mackenzie was the leader 
and which unfortunately for the soun- 
try, hard times overthrew in 1878, 

“ Permit me to say that in common 
with fellow liberals throughout Canada, 
and in common also with many candid 
conservatives, I have the sams con- 
fidence in you as we all had in Mr. 
Mackenzie and in the interests of the 
country. I trust you will have a much 
longer term of political power for the 
good of the people of Canada than fell 
to the lot of our lamented friend.”

THE NEW MINISTERS. 


The Hon, Louis Oliver Taillon, Q.C., 
the new postmaster-general, was born 
at Terrebonne, September 26, 1840, 
and educated at Masson College, was 
called to the bar in 1865, and named a 
Q. C. in 1882. He was first returned 
to the legislative assembly for Montreal 
East in 1875, and held the seat till 
1886, when he was defeated, chiefly by 
use of the Riel cry by his opponents. 
The latter year he returned for Mont- 
calm, and in 1890 was defeated in 
Jacques Cartier. He was speaker of 
the legislative assembly in 1882, and 
and 1883. In Jauary. 1884, he was 
appointed attorney-general, which of- 
fice he held till January, 1887, when 
he was premier, from January 25, to 
January 27. He was leader of the 
opposition irom then to 1890. The 
Mercier government then went out of 
power, and Mr. Deboucherville was 
called upon to form a ministry, which 
Mr. Taillon entered without portfolio, 
and was leader of the assembly. On 
the resignation of Mr. DeBoucherville 
on Hon. Mr. Chapleau’s appeintment 
as lieutenant-governor, Mr. Taillon was 
called upon to form a cabinet, and was 
successful in doing so, taking the pre- 
sidency of the council himself. ‘Since 
the resignation of Hon- J. 8. Hall, Mr. 
Mr. Taillon has also had the portfolio 
of provincial treasurer, 

Lieutenant Colonel Tisdale, the new 
minister of militia, is a lawyer of 
ability, who came into the iouse of 
commons in 1887. He represents 
South Norfolk, while Mr. Charlton, one 
of the front bench opposition members, 
is returned for the other end of the 
county. Colonel Tisdale’s grandfather, 
Ephraim Tisdale, was one of the loyal- 
ist settlers of New Brunswick. He 
removed to upper Canada in time to 
take part in the battles of Queenstowa 
and Lundy’s Lane. Lieut.-Col. David 
Tisdale, @. C., was born at Charlotte- 
ville, Norfolk county, Ont., on Sep- 
tember 8, 1845. He studied law and 
was admitted to the Ontario bar in 
1858; Q. C. in 1872. He commanded 
39th Norfolk Rifles; retiring with 
present rank in 1867. He was defeat- 
ed in 1874 ; first returned 1887 for the 
commons, and was re-elected in 1891.

The late speaker of the house, Mr. Peter 
White, has just issued his election address, 
in which he takes the only reasonable posit- 
ion, that the school question is an issue. 
He says: ‘‘I am opposed to the policy of the 
government cn the Manitoba school quest- 
ion, as Iam fully convinced that no legislat- 
ion of the Dominion parliament on a question 
se essentially provincial as education can 
be effectuaily enforced on an unwilling 
people, and I cannot help thinking that the 
adoption of such legislation will bring about 
a copflict with the prevince of Manitoba and 
become a fruitful source of irritation, which 
should, if possible, be avoided.”

Russia’s ambitious designs. 


A London Telegrain of May 5th, says : Col 
North, while presiding at a meeting at the 
Nitrate Co’s offices in the Woolpack build- 
ing, to-day, fainted in his chair and expired 
at 4 o'clock this afternoon. Amassing & 
tortune fof $100.000,000 ‘without a cent 
of original capital was a feat about which 
people never wearied talking or writing, 
and it is doubtful if ever the fabled wealth 
of Barnato exceeded the self-made fortune 
of Col. North. Col. North spent his money 
liberally, and was one of the moneyed 
powers of the English turf. One of the 
latest projects of Colonel North was the es- 
tablishment of a Monte Carlo in comparison 
with which the famous gambling resort of 
the Prince of Monaco would be puny indeed. 
It 1s stanted Col. North had bought from 
the King of the Belgians a trip of sea coast 
at Ostend for $1,/00,000, whereon he pur- 
posed to build a magnificent marbie casino, 
which was to be managed with princely ex- 
travagance.
